The time was remarkable, aero- 
nautical experts said, considering 
that the race, calling for-a distance 
of 200 kilometers (124.27 miles) was | 
flown over a triangular course, re-| 
quiring four laps, and-in varying 
winds. 

Capt. Skeel’s elapsed time was 50 
minutes and 54.95 seconds, which 
will give some idea of the dash with 
which an Army pursuit group would 
take after an enemy. 

Six Planes Entered. 

There are 12 such combat planes 
in the group, the home of which is 
Selfridge Field, Detroit, and “Capt. 
Skeel is the commander, but only six 
were entered in the Mitchell trophy 
race. 

This group is in constant training 
for combat work and wou!d, in case 
of emergency, form the nucleus of 
our first line of aerial defense by en- 
gaging in battle the solo specialty 
combat airmen of an enemy.
